Among war’s beroe* are the mine 
8we**jM*rs, who dally take their lives ill 
their hand* that British warships and 
merchant vc.****!* may have safe pas 
gage in tit** North sea. 
These mine sweepers nre naval re­ 
serve* and they us** trawlers for their 
hazardous work. 
Every move they 
make they place their lives In jeopardy, 
but the trawlers proceed slowly, with 
cag I** eyed sa Hons en in their lookout*. 
Tile mine sweeper's task I* a risky 
one because the contact mines are very 
"quick on the trigger.” 
The slightest 
contact of a vessel serves to set them 
off. and sometimes even tieing dragged 
from a vertical position, as when they 
are caught by the wire "net" of the 
sweepers, will cause the mine to ex­ 
plode. 
But such an explosion as tills is not 
often fatal 
While one of these mine* 
exploded by contact with a ship ta 
powerful enough to *fe*troy a Dread 
nought, the force of the explosion <1**e* 
not carry far through the water, and a 
mine exploding at even a short dis­ 
tance from a vessel does little or no 
harm. 
Mine sweeping is done in this way. 
Two trawlers work together, accom­ 
panied by a destroyer. 
Bach trawler 
drag* behind her a steel hawser with 
a heavy it >n weight on the end that 
► -rap*** along Fie bottom of tin? sea. 
These two Iron weights nre connected 
by a wire. 
The two trawler* nre thus 
connected by Fie wire, which forms 
th** mine “net." 
Hoven*I hundred yards apart the two 
vessel* ‘pursue parallel courses, mov­ 
ing slowly along. 
When there ta a 
dragging of th** Wirt* tile men know 
they Julie snagged a mine. Slowly tile 
two boats converge mal the infernal 
machine I* drawn 
to the surface, 
where one shot from the nearby de­ 
stroyer explode* It and "tie more men 
ace to shipt dug I* remov***!.
